Questioned Closely 

Vaughn, who has been As- 
sistant Secretary of State for 
Inter-American Affairs since 
April, delivered this remark 
before answering questions 
posed by committee members 
at a hearing to consider con- 
firmation of his appointment 
to the Peace Corps post. , 
Although confirmation is re^ 
garded as certain. Sen. Wayne 
Morse (D-Ore.) told Vaughn 
that he would vote; against 
him because “your work as 
Assistant Secretary disquali- 
fies you for any appoint- 
ment.” 

j' Morse charged that the I 
lunited States, had “walked . 
Jt)ut on freedom” when it sup- ^ 
ported authoritarian regimes , 
|fn the Dominican- Republic, ^ 
Slonduras, Brazil, and other J 
Countries. He concluded: ^ 

“You, (Under Secretary 
.^homas C.) Mann, and (Secre- 



tary oi oiaie uean; JttusK nave 
liven bad advice to the Pres- 
ident. I couldn’t possibly yote 
for you.” 

Trobably Mistake 

In his opening statement, 
/aughn said that the Domini- 
fean Republic started getting 
into deep trouble when the 
[Jnited States cut off aid to 
bat country.

This reference to Bosch ap- 
peared to .contradict ' declar- 
ations made by the Kennedy 
Administration when it cut 
off laid that it did so because 
military leaders ousted the 
president, not because of any 
actions taken by Bosch.

Y‘T don’t think the Domini- 
on Republic and its people 
be ready for democracy,” he 
sfcid, but they did have a 
cnance. When aid was dis- 
continued, , he added, “the 
chips were down for the 
people, not for democracy. We 



pulled the rug from under the 
people.” 

The Kennedy Adminis- 
tration’s policy had been, in 
most cases involving the over- 
throw of a consitutionail re- 
gime in Latin America, to sev- 
er diplomatic relations and 
economic aid to the de facto 
government for varying peri- 
ods as a means of displaying 
Washington’s displeasure with 
coups and dictatorships. 

Sen. Bourke Hickenlooper 
(R - Iowa) took issue with 
Morse, telling Vaughn that he 
thought he had “rendered a 
great service to Latin Ameri- 
ca.” 

But Hickenlooper said- he 
did not agree entirely with 
statements made, by Vaughn 
praising the Peace Corps as a 
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great • Success. In./ one of ' the 
few ^'^congressional ; criticisms f 
of the organisation heard in .. 
the last few yearjf, he said " 
that he was “hot convinced" 
that .it ' has bepn responsible *f 
f pr much progress. . % . 

The Assistant Secretary /re- 
tained his coi^posure even 
when Sen, .Frank; Lausche (D- '\ 
Ohio) , asked: i)f ; there weren’t 
many “moustacj;ie” people in 
the Peace. Corpi^, an apparent , 
refejrence to beatnik types. 

Vaughn, the possessor of a 
well-groomed red moustache, 
replied that was ithe “meanest 
thing you ever said to me!” 

He assured .the Senator that 
in countries where there have • 
been complaints about dress 
volunteers have befen ordered 
to wear ties.
